EXTRAORDINARY LIBERALITY. 


No man in the United States ever con- 
tributed so generously, in proportion to 
his means, for the support of foreign and 
-domestic missions, (says the New-York 
| Observer) as Mr. Solomon Goodell, who 
died at Jamaica, Vermont, in September 
| 1815, aged about 70. A particular ac- 
‘count of this extraordinary man is given 
(in the Missionary Herald for August. He 
was a plain, hard-working farmer, in mod- 
erate circumstances, and earned his pro- 
perty by severe personal labour, on a 
su ail farm, situated on one of the rudest 
spots in the Green Mountains. The farm, 
wi athe improvements upon it inclu- 
ding the house, were worth only between 
TeUand L000, Yet, ander these cir- 
cumstances, Mr. Goodell contrived, by 
steady industry and strict frugality, not 
only to support bis family, but to contri- 
bute princely sams in religious charity. 

Abont the yaar 1800 he gave $100 to 

the Connecticut Missionary Society, and 
coutinued to send a donation of the same 
amount at the return of each successive 
year for a considerable period. When 
the American Board of Foreign Missions 
commenced its operations in 1812, Mr. 
Goodell, of his own accord, and without 
solicitation subscribed $500 for the im- 
mediate use of the Board, and $1000 to- 
-wardsa permanent fund. Between Feb- 
cuary 5, 1812, and the time of his death, 
a period of only three years and a half, 
his donations in aid of foreign missions 
amounted to $3,685. At the same time 
that be contributed so generously for the 
spread of the Gospel among the heathen, 
Mr. G., also gave liberally for the support 
‘of domestic missions, and aided in the ed- 
/ucation of several pious young men for 
| the ministry. 
Mr. G. was a Baptist; yet he gave his 
money cheerfully to the support of other 
denominations. Indeed, it will be per- 
ceived, from the facts mentioned above, 
that bis religious charities were commit- 
ted principally to societies composed of 
Congregationalists or Presbyterians. —C.

‘Tell of the love 
and mercy that are offering eternal life to 
the acceptance of the guilty ; he knew it 
all before, he could discuss and argue, and 
he could prove throughout to his own 
complete satistaction. All those over- 
whelming truths that belong to eternity 
were safely treasured up in his memory, 
with the questions and answers of the 
catechism which he learned in his child- 
hood ; but they had never come near his 
heart ; and it would seem that the gospel 
was to him in his maturity, what the 
catechism was in his childhood—a system 
of abstract propositions to be committed 
to memory without one thought of their 
relation to his own soul. ‘ 

Dou I seem to have been picturing char- 
acters merely imaginary ? How is it? In 
the range of your experience, have you 
met with no such men as | have been at- 
tempting to describe? You who call 
yourself a Christian, do you know any 
professor of religion like him of whom ! 
speak, who can argue, and speculate, and 
defend the truth, but never thinks of be- 
ing excited in view of its import? You 
who confess that you are st:ll impenitent, 
do you know any impenitent sinner, like 
him of whom | speak, conversant with 
all the truth of God, skilful and strenu- 
ous to defend his creed, and yet in all his 
correctness unmoved by the realities of 
eternity? And, if such men are to be 
found, how do yon account for the charac- 
ter which they exbibit, but by supposing 
that they are under a deep and deadly de- 
lusion—that they have forgotton the appli- 
cation of our text to the realities of an 
eternal existence ? 

I say then, that I have not been contend- 
ing witha shadow. The error of which 
I have spoken does exist, and it may be 
seen in its deadly operations. And as the 
messenger of God, I lift up my voice to- 
day, and warn you to deliver your souls 
from the influence of a sentiment so per- 
ilous. Look into your heart, and exam- 
ine your own spirit. You hear the gos- 
pel preached, its doctrines are proved, 
iis motives are urged upon you. Does 
all this enter your understanding and die 
there, like something abstract and unreal? 
Does it send through your spirit no thril- 
ling emotion ? Can it strike no chord of 
feeling within you for ever. It destroys 
the very plan & purpose of the gospel. It 
ponrs contempt on the overtures of mercy 
which God is making. It hardens the 
heart. It stupifies the spirit. it leads 
thé soul downard—and downward to hell.

Why are they, then, baptized for the 
dead ? 


Several very different interpretations 
of this passage have been given by men 
of learning and piety. Ofall those, which 
seem to be erroneous, that of the Roman 
Catholic lays claim to most respect. Else 
what shall they do, who are baptized in be- 
half of the dead,&c. why are they then bap- 
tized tn behalf of the dead? The passage 
might, perhaps, admit of such interpreta- 
tion if such an ordinance as Baptism in be- 
half of the dead were recognized in the 
Bible. But no such ordinance being 
found in any other scripture, and the Ro- 
man practice contradicting the analogy of 
faith, inasmuch as every individual is per- 
sonally accountable to God, and the gram- 
matical construction of the passage being 
less favourable to this interpretation than 
to one other, according to the usus lo- 
quendi of the New Testament, it ought 
uot to be so interpreted. 

Before giving another iaterpretation, it 
may not be improper to premise the {o!- 
lowing principles : 

l. “ The Bible is ils own best interpre- 
ter.” 

2. The Scripture cannot be understood 
theologically, untsl st is understood gram- 
matically.” 

3. ** Every interpretation should harmo- 
nize with the design of the wriler, and with 
the context.” 

The passage in the original Greek is in 
these words : Epei 1 potesousin hoi bapti- 
zomenot huper ton nekron, et hofos adlrei 
ouk egetrontai’ ti kat baptizontat huper 
ton nekron ? 

The interpretation, or rather, the trans- 
lation, which | shall give and attempt to 
support, follows. 

If the dead rise not at all, what shall 
they do, who are baptized with reference 
to death ?

The phrase Huper Ton Nekron, for the 
dead, or with reference to death, in the 
text, is not used in any other part of the 
Bible. Yet phrases of similar grammat- 
cal construction are used, which may lead 
us to a correct and harmonious interpre- 
tation of this phrase. The phrase po 
ton nekron, or Ek ton nekron, from the 
dead, or from death, is often used—I 
think, fifteen times in the New Testa- 
ment. The grammatical construction of 
the two phrases, 4po tonnekron, from the 
dead, and Huper ton nekron, with refer- 
ence to death, is the same. The dif- 
ference of signification lies wholly in the 
prepositions, .2po from, and Huper for, or 
with reference lo. 

The phrase, po ton nekron, signifies 
from the dead, or, more properly, from 
death. The phrase, Huper ton nekron, 
signifies for dead things, with refer- 
ence to things of death, or simply with re- 
ference to death. The word nekron is an

No. Jesus our Lord rose from a 
state of death to give his followers a 
pledge of their resurrection, and they, 
who in a belteving manner have received 
Baptism, as a sign, that they are dead /o 
sin, and altve to God, in hope of rising to 
tive and reign with Christ in his kingdom, 
shall not be disappointed. Since he lives, 
they shall live also. 

As in Baptism they were buried in wa- 
ter and raised out of it, in like manner, 
they must be buried in the earth, and be 
raised again to life and blessedness.

The latest accounts from Georgia are 
unfavourable to a speedy, and quiet ter- 
mination of the contest between Governor 
Troup and the government of the United 
States, relative to the iands of the Creek 
Indians. Much acrimony is exhibited by 
‘Troup and hia associates, and he seems 
determined to persist in his favourite pro- 
ject of making an immediate survey of the 
Indian lands (to use his own words) ‘ care 
less of the consequences,’ notwithstand- 
ing the remonstrances of the United States 
government. 

The Indians appeal to the justice of our 
government, and implore its protection 
against their oppressors, declaring their 
determination not to remove from their 
lands, nor in any event to raise their arms 


against white men, but resolve to die up- | 


on the soil where rest the bones of their 
fathers. 

The United States troops ordered to 
the Creek nation by Gen. Gaines, have 
arrived, in addition to which the General 
bas required of the Governor of Georgia, 
that he furnish him with two regiments of 
militia ; which requisition has been com- 
plied with ; on the condition however 
that the said regiments ehall in no event 
be brought to act against the Georgians. 
We trust the government of the U. States 
will continue to pursue the same tempe- 
rate and decided course in this affair,
